First Scoring Change in 46 Years To 
Make ‘58 Season Different — And Fun

College football, like a cowboy on an untried bronc, is coming out of the 

chute this year lathered with uncertainty and a hell-for-leather spirit, 

This ride is going to be different . . . and probably a lot of fun.

I ether rule changes, Intercollegiate Pete knows 1958 is 

going to be quite a season. 

For the first time in 46 years (it was 1912 when the 
value of the touchdown was raised from five to six 
points) games are to be played with an altered scoring 
System. The alteration is small but it threatens or 
promises, depending upon your view, to have a tremen- 
dous effect on close games and help decide champion- 
ships from northern Maine to southern California. 

In the conversion department, it's to be one point by 
Kicking or two points by passing or running. That will 


make touchdowns worth from six to eight points.

The Southwest Conference is unlikely to produce an outstanding team, but 
the members may play such sensational football, while cutting one another 
to pieces, that two or three will be in bowl games. Texas and TCU share the 
role of pre-season favorite. 

Spreading over more territory and embracing more fine teams than any 
other one region is the South. The three big conferences (Southeastern, Atlantic 
Coast and Southern) have a combined membership of 30 and annually have 
multiple challengers for national honors. 

No less than five of the 12 SEC members (Auburn, Mississippi, Mississippi 
State, Georgia Tech and Tennessee) are likely looking candidates for No. 1 
honors this year. 

Clemson, North Carolina and Duke figure best in the ACC; West Virginia 
and Virginia Tech in the Southern; Miami among the independents; Louis- 
ville, Mississippi Southern and Chattanooga in their echelon. Coach Frank 
Howard in his 19th year at Clemson is going stronger than ever. 

In the East, where emphasis is still on de-emphasis although there has been 
а noticeable reduction of pressure in some important spots, Pittsburgh, Syra- 
cuse, Navy, Princeton and Dartmouth are the popular favorites to win the 
Lambert Trophy which annually goes to the champion of the area, regardless 
of conference affiliation. Penn State, Army, Boston College and Holy Cross 
are not without champions for their chances. 

Coach John Michelosen's Pitt Panthers may make the best showing against 
the toughest schedule in the section. Coach Eddie Erdelatz will have four 
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starters back from Navy's fine team that defeated Rice, 20-7, in the Cotton Bowl. 

The 1957 season and its attendant bowl games failed to establish an undis- 
puted national champion. Ohio State and its coach, Woody Hayes, collected 
most of the honors, but that may have been because Alabama Poly at Aubürn 
was on NCAA probation and Navy was underrated. 

The Buckeyes made a clean sweep of their Big Ten schedule and won the 
championship going away, but were embarrassed by two outside opponents: 
Texas Christian nipped the Bucks, 18-14, in the first game of the scason and 
Oregon, which wasn't supposed to be in OSU's class, gave 'em what-for 
in the Rose Bowl before losing, 10-7. 

Auburn had a 10-0 record, thanks principally to a defense that allowed 
only 28 points, but was not allowed to participate in any bowl. 

Navy, which spanked Army 14-0 and won the Lambert Trophy, had a record 
of 8-1-1 for the regular season. 

The single game of the season that absorbed the widest and deepest public 
interest was played at Norman, Okla., the afternoon of Nov. 16, and resulted 
in a 7-0 victory for Notre Dame over Oklahoma. The defeat was the first for 
the Sooners in 48 games, but there is some question as to whether the shatter- 
ing of that unprecedented winning streak was any more important than the 
victory. Winning that one made the season a success for the Irish and gave 
their young coach, Terry Brennan, the time he needs to consolidate his position. 

Most successful offensive team in the country last year, and maybe the most 
underrated, was Arizona (Tempe) State's Sun Devils. They led the nation in 
scoring with 396 points while sweeping undefeated through their 10-game 
schedule with a mixture of major and small college opponents. 

Virginia Military also had an undefeated season and won the Southern 
Conference championship, but suffered one tie with Holy Cross. 

Player of the Year was John Crow, 210-pound senior halfback for Texas 
A&M. He was a unanimous choice for All-America and was awarded the 
Heisman Memorial Trophy. 

Alex Karras, Iowa tackle, was the lineman of the season. He made practically 
all of the All-America selections; was awarded the Outland Trophy by the 
Football Writers and named Lineman of the Year by the United Press,

Eastern football comes in about as many different packages as tooth paste, 
. In this densely populated sector of the country there are some powerful 
independent teams which often do battle in the same arena with the nation’s 
top-ranked squads and now and then finish the season 
in the selected top-twenty list, The East is also the 
home of the exclusive Ivy Leaguers, who play the game 
without spring practice; the lesser independents, which 
play good football but resivicl their activity tu games 
with their fellow Easterners; the new Middle Atlantic 
Conference, made up of a University and two College 
divisions; the Little Three, Yankee Conference and 
Ma'ne Intercollegiate Athletic Association. 

The 1958 season will be unique in one respect. There 
is по clear cut favorite for any of the above champion- 
ship races, As the openers draw near, many teams are 
vividly in the title pictures. 

The major independents, which have been dominating 
the Lambert Trophy emblematic of the Eastern championship, can look for- 
ward to the biggest scramble. 

Last year Navy was the champ after beating Army and finishing fifth in the 
national rankings. The only other Eastern team in the top-twenty was Army, 
which dropped to No, 18 after а 14-0 blanking from the Middies. 

This year the Service Academies figure to tumble down a notch or two. 
Army's Colonel Red Blaik has only three regulars back and Eddie Erdelatz 
has only four Middies returning from his Cotton Bowl championship team. 

„ Pittsburgh, Syracuse, Penn State, Boston College and Holy Cross are look- 
ing forward to considerably more success than last fall. All are squarely in the 
race {or the huge Lambert Trophy: 

An Ivy League team, too, can win this cup. Princeton is the choice of the 
experts, put not without a warning that Dartmouth, Penn and Yale can win 
as many or more among the teams which play without spring practice. 

The smaller independents in the East play for the Lambert Cup, set up in 
1957 for the L’il Fellas. It was won by Lehigh last year. 

Not a coacb, writer or official in the Eastern College Athletic Conference 
would venture a pre-season guess on which small college might come out 
on top. There are some 75 football members in the ECAC, most of which fall 
into this category of the unheralded and unpredi 

One thing is sure: Lehigh will have a tough

sensational Dan Nolan, who quarterbacked Lehigh to an 8-1 season, and coach 
Bill Leckonby has only nine lettermen back this fall. 
The Little Three title was won by Williams last year and it could wind up 
-way this-year-if Wesleyan is not as improved as many observers feel. 
Amherst is starting out a little thin but strange things happen most every fall 
in this league where the players and fans can boast the most sociable Saturday 
afternoons in college football, 

The Yankee Conference has been dominated by Connecticut for the past two 
years. The Huskies haven't lost a game in this league for two seasons. Two 
scoreless ties mar this fine record. New Hampshire, Maine, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and Vermont round out this league, All figure to be better this 
fall and Connecticut, hurt by the graduation of key players, may find more 
than one smudge on its record come late November. 

The new Middle Atlantic Conference football league, formed in April, is 
made up of Bucknell, Delaware, Gettysburg, Lafayette, Lehigh, Muhlenberg, 
Rutgers and Temple in the University Division; Albright, Dickinson, Hofstra, 
Juniata, Lebanon Valley, Moravian, Lycoming, Scranton, Susquehanna, 
Wagner and Wilkes in the Northern College division and Drexel Tech, 
Franklin & Marshall, Haverford, Johns Hopkins, Penn Military, Swarthmore, 
Ursinus, West Chester and Western Maryland in the Southern College division. 

Pre-season guesses favor Rutgers in the University class, Scranton in the 
North and West Chester in the South. 

The Maine Conference includes Maine, Bates, Bowdoin and Colby. The pre- 
season dope book lists Maine, but not by much. 
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The most interesting struggle, however, is going to be for the Lambert 
"Trophy. Here's how the contenders shape up: 
jy has only fullback Ray Wellborn, tackle Bob Reifsnyder, guard George 
Fritzinger and center Milan Moncilovich back from the team that lined up for 
and won the Cotton Bowl game last New Year's Day. Definitely a rebuilding 
year is coming up for the Middies. But they were in the same vessel in 1954 
and finished with an 8-2 record, including a 21-0 victory over Mississippi in 
the Sugar Bowl. 

Army has the best starting halfbacks in the nation in All-American Bob 
Anderson and Pete Dawkins. Many called this pair the best in the land last fall. 
Blaik also has а good guard in Bob Novogratz. Beyond this trio it will be 
patch work, but it will be done by a coach who has a fine record for mustering 
solid teams in short order. Finding a replacement for quarterback Dave Bour- 
land is the biggest problem. 

Pittsburgh, with 19 lettermen on the roster, could be the strongest unit in 
the East. But the Panthers also have the toughest schedule. It includes Notre 
Dame, Army, Michigan State and UCLA. Coach John Michelosen has to 
replace only ап end, two tackles and a center from last year's starting unit. 
Pitt can boast three of the finest guards in the East—Dick Carr, John Guzik 
and Ed Michaels.

The new “independents” are filling the remainder of their slates 
with intersectional games. 

Despite this upheaval, touched off two years ago when UCLA, Southern 
Cal, Washington and California were pinched and penalized for under-the- 
table payoffs to athletes, this fall's football title race has all the makings of 
another tight one down to the wire.

Army Soph Gains Rare А-А Honor; 
Pickers Overlook Passer For '57 Team

Appraisers of All-America football talent were in a rare and unconventional 
mood last autumn. Distillation of their selections shows a consensus team 
with these unusual features: (1) a sophomore, only the 10th in 35 years; (2) a 
backfield without a passer, the first such in three dec- 
ades; (3) only two unanimous selections, the fewest in 
five seasons; and (4) a tackle choice who played on a 
losing team. 

Bob Anderson of Army was the sophomore honored 
and his ground-geared running mates included John 
Crow of Texas A&M, Clendon Thomas of Oklahoma 
and Walt Kowalczyk of Michigan State. End Jimmy 
Phillips of Auburn and Crow were the universal choices 
and tackle Lou Michaels of Kentucky missed unanimous 
acclaim by only a single vote, despite playing in the 
= environment of а 3-7-0 team record. 

Soa Other first team selections were end Dick Wallen of 
UCLA, tackle Alex Karras of Iowa, guards Bill Krisher 
‘of Oklahoma and At Ecuyer of Notre Dame and center Dan Currie of Michigan = 
State. Wallen and Ecuyer join Anderson as returnees this f 

Seldom do national selectors heap attention on a player for a losing team. 
In fact, Michaels is only the tenth in 69 years to make the consensus eleven 
as representative of a team that lost a majority of its games. 

The two tackles, Michaels and Karras, were the workhorses of the unit. 
Michaels averaged 51 minutes per game, Karras 47. On the other hand, so 
powerful were the Michigan State Spartans that Curric and Kowalczyk saw 
action only about 30 minutes each per game, but enough to impri 

Since the early Twenties (the earliest point of record evidence) there's been 
at least опе member of the annual consensus backfield who essayed more passes 
individually than the '57 foursome combined. 

Last year's backs totalled 2906 yards rushing, averaging nearly 750 apiece 
and 5.7 per carry. Anderson led with 983 yards, Thomas stepped off 816 and 
Crow and Kowálczyk picked up 562 and 545, respectively. They fired only a 
tatal of 47 massae олла fae hist 177 vorde "Thomae wae tha “paceing fan!” 
among them, with 17 aerials. Anderson threw 11 times, Crow nine and Kowal- 
czyk didn’t lift his arm. 

That it wasn’t a passer's year is further reflected in the fact that only three 
players with aerial talents—Rice’s King Hill, Navy’s Tom Forrestal and 
Utah’s Lee Grosscup—were mentioned on any first team selected for the 
national audience. They polled only six of the 32 backfield votes. 

Consensus sophomores come along about three per decade. It’s a rarity 
indeed, since there are 110 positions available in that span. In addition to

THE BOWL GAMES REVIEWED 


Unexpected Bowi Results Prefaced 
Football Rule Makers’ Big Surprise

There were surprises in the bowl games that ushered in 1958—perhaps as 
a forewarning of the surprise that came later when the college rules were 
changed to give two points on the touchdown conversion for a pass or run. 

"The biggest surprise occurred in the Rose Bowl where. 
a completely underrated Oregon battled the Big Ten 
Champions, Ohio State, down to the finish only to yield 
on a fourth period field goal, 10-7. 

There was a surprise in the Orange Bowl which 
turned into a much higher scoring affair than expected, 
with Oklahoma topping Duke, 48-21. 

And no one expected Mississippi to dominate the 
Sugar Bowl as it did, crushing Texas, 39-7. 

And Rice's partisans scarcely expected Navy to win 
as it did, 20-7, in the Cotton Bowl, with the Midshipmen 
dominant all the way. 

While in the Gator Bowl, Tennessee, the slight under- 
dog, upset Texas A&M, 3-0. 

The Rose Bowl game will go down as one of the finest in that traditi 
packed series, and if ever a team won a moral victory, it was Oregon. Big, 
versatile Ohio State was favored to win by three touchdowns. It started off as 
if it would do that and more. The Buckeyes took the ball on the opening kickoff 
and drove 79 yards. Quarterback Frank Kremblas made the final yard and 
kicked the extra point. 

Jim Shanley capped an 80-yard second quarter Oregon drive with a five 
yard TD run. Jack Morris kicked the tying point, but later missed a 24-yard 
field goal try. А fumble stymied another Oregon threat on the OSU 29. 

Then in the final period Ohio State marched 80 yards to the Oregon 17 
with sophomore fullback Bob White smashing the line for 49 yards in nine 
plays. Here Oregon's defense stiffened and, with the ball held on the 24, Don 
Sutherin booted the decisive field goal. 

Some-might-ttrink- it was the breaks-that-helped-Oklahorma-to-its-48-21 
victory over Duke. but a team like Oklahoma makes its own breaks—and 
makes the most of its opportunities, David Baker started things off by running 
94 yards for the first Sooner touchdown on an intercepted pass—the longest 
run in Orange Bowl annals. Thereafter Oklahoma scored six more times more 
or less directly as the result of Duke miscues (two fumbles, a blocked punt, 
a wild snap from center, a long punt return, and a pass interception). 

Duke, undaunted, fought back with three touchdown drives of 65, 70, and 
85 yards, and at the start of the final period Oklahoma led only 21-14. But 
then the roof fell in, as it has so often on Oklahoma's opponents.

Else, Face Test of “Brand New Game

You can count on your fingers the number of major-college football players 
who ever succeeded in copping two national championships of any kind, and 
it takes all the fingers on one hand to count those with a chance at the rare 
"double" in 1958, : 

"There haven't been so many offense title winners on 
the scene at one time since World War II. 

But it's also the first time in almost half a century 
that the fall pastime's scoring values have been altered. 
The dissenters say the 2-point after-touchdown rule 
will make it a brand new game, a perhaps extreme 
viewpoint which the “old game's" returning champs 
naturally will undertake to discredit. 

‘These include Bob Newman of Washington State, 
total offense crown defender, Arizona State's. Leon 
Burton, who annexed both bal-carrying and individual 
"Homer F. Е scoring laurels last season, a pair of punting kings, 

omer F. Cooke Tr. eager Kirk Wilson of UCLA. and 1957 titlist Dave 
rer of Southern "Methodist, and Utah State's specialist at running back - 
‘offs, Overton Curtis. 

Because of his extraordinary record of consistency, Newman must be rated 
the one most likely to stay up there, new game or old. The Cougars’ senior 
quarterback has been among the leaders in both total offense and pass throwing 
every week since he pulled on his first varsity uniform, finishing 3-2 in 1956 
and 1-2 last year. 

But Newman's field of competition will also be unusually star-staffed, em- 
bracing four of the five he barely beat out for the offense throne, They are 
last season's single-wing sensations, Bill Austin of Rutgers and Dwight 
Nichols of Lowa State, along with T-passers Tommy Greene of Holy Cross and 
Lee Grosscup of Utah. 

If the pre-rule-change form chart is any guide, Burton's chief running- 
scoring rivals should come from among Army’s Bob Anderson, Duke’s Wray 
Carlton, Oregon State's Nub Beamer and Austin. No stretch of the imagina- 
tian ic needed tn enganet he'll nrahohly haws a vios 
as well as run like blazes, to lead the scorers again. 

Which brings up the point (or is it two points?) that a whole new galaxy 
is in prospect as result of the brightened spotlight about to be turned on the 
art of pass receiving. Of last year's top ten catchers, all but four graduated. 
'Those due back are runner-up Gary Kapp of Utah State (whose favorite 
passer has departed), Don Ellingsen of Washington State (3rd), Al Jamison 
of Colgate (6th) and Gene Leek of Arizona (8th).

WSC's brilliant passer was deprived of dual honors by the last-minute 
emergence of Hardin-Simmons’ Ken Ford as the campaign's No. 1 tosser, Ford 
never was within nine completions of first place during the season, until he 
closed out a four-year career with his biggest day (22 of 35). 

Firing in the footsteps of his brother, John “Model T” Ford (1947-50), 
the Sammy Baugh-coached flinger not only tried and completed the most 
aerials (205 for 115), but also outdid everybody in touchdown responsibility, 
the combination of TDs scored and TD-passes thrown. He was responsible 
for 18 scores (4 tallied and 14 dropped into teammates’ arms), 

Grosscup, third in number of bullseyes, was the air-yards leader (1398) 
and set two all-time accuracy records with kis 137 efforts. The Ute youngster’s 
:686 is the highest completion percentage and his two interceptions the least 
backfiring ever, on that many attempts. 

Except for a late-blooming SMU sophomore, Grosscup’s accuracy would be 
labelled the best ever for any frequency of hurling. But the Mustangs’ Don 
Meredith, after attempting only one pass in his team’s first three games, 
bombed away at an unprecedented .696 rate thereafter, erasing the previous 
high for 50 or more tries (Harry Gilmer's .648 for Alabama in 1945).

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Utah University’s Stuart Vaughan outgrabbed his competition at a steady, 
week-to-week clip, to wind up the second-best pass receiver in the all-time 
record book, as well as first in 1957, The little (5-8 and under 160 pounds) Ute 
senior caught 53 aerials, only four less than the collegiate peak of 57 by 
Fordham's Ed Brown in 1952, 

Utah State's Gary Kapp and Washington State's Don Ellingsen simply 
picked the wrong усаг to excel at catching. They hauled in 45 apiece, enough 
to win the crown in any other season since 1952. 

Jack Fanning of WSC took touchdown-receiving laurels by scoring nine 
times on only 24 grabs, Yale’s Mike Cavallon bagged seven on 21 catches,

The growing possession complex of recent seasons was thought by many to 
have reached a peak їп 1956. It hadn't. The collegians risked less than one 
pass in every four attacking tries last fall (22.6 per cent) and scored fewer 
points (31.5 per game, both teams) than in any year since 1943 (when the 
rate was 31,3). Another result of the conservative fashion was that more plays 
‘were used up for each touchdown scored than any time since 1939. г 

Auburn swept the three principal defensive titles—total defense (givin; 
up only 133 yards a game overall), resistance to rushing (67.4-yard average 
and scoreboard defense (allowing just 28 points per game). The Plainsmen 
also were the first in nearly two decades to keep all enemy ball carriers 
out of their end zone. 5 

It’s the third straight year a Southern team has led in scoring defense. 
Georgia Tech, tops in this respect in '55 and '56, last fall became the eighth 
Southern pass-defense champion in the last nine seasons. 

Geography influences kicking, too, since Utah State became the fourth 
Skyline punting champ іп five years. The Utags’ 40.l-yard average was the 
lowest to earn major-college leadership since 1945.

Traditionally, football is the game of the schools and colleges. As such, 
only the highest standards of sportsmanship and conduct are expected of 
players, coaches, and others associated with the game. ^ 
'ootball is and should be an aggressive, rugged, contact sport. However, 

there is no place in the game for unfair tactics, unsportsmanlike conduct, or 
maneuvers deliberately designed to inflict injury. 

Through the years the Rules Committee has endeavored by rule and appro-

and unsportsmanlike conduct. But rules alone. cann. 
Only the continued best efforts of coaches, players, offici: „ and all frien 
the game can preserve the high ethical standards which the. public has a right 
to expect in Ame foremost collegiate rt. Therefore, as a guide to

the Committee publishes the following Code: 


Holding 


Holding is prohibited by the rules because it does not belong in the game 
of football. It is unfair play. It eliminates skill. The slowest and clumsiest 
man on the field could run for a touchdown on every play if hie teammates 
held their opponents long enough. The object of the game is to advance the 
bali by strategy, skill, and speed without holding one’s opponent. 

Perhaps a good game could be invented, the object of which would be to 
advance the ball as far as possible with the assistance of holding, but it would 
not be football. It would probably become a team wrestling match of some 
kind. If your coach cannot show you how to advance the ball without hoiding 


your opponents, it is fair to assume that he does not understand the basic | 


strategy of the game. 


“Beating the Ball” 


"Beating the ball" by an unfair use of a starting signal is nothing less than 
deliberately stealing an advantage from the other side. An honest starting 
signal is good football, but a starting signal which has for its Purpose start- 
ing the team a fraction of a second before the ball is put in play, in the hope 
that it will not be detected by the officials, is nothing short of crookedness. 
It is the same as if a sprinter in a hundred-yard dash had a secret arrange- 
rb ale the starter to give him a tenth of a second warning before he fired 

ie pistol.

An honest shift is good football, but shaving the one second pause, shifting 
in such manner as to simulate the start of a play, or employing any other 
unfair tactic for the purpose of drawing one’s opponents offside can be con- 
strued only as a deliberate attempt to gain an unmerited advantage.

JURISDICTION AND DUTIES 


General 

The officials are jointly responsible for the enforcement of all rules and = 
must cooperate closely in facilitating the orderly conduct of the game. . 

The Referee must carry a whistle and sound it to indicate that the ball із 
ready-for-play during a time-out, that it has become dead, or that he has - 
suspended play. Other officials (in addition to the Field Judge whose use ра 
of а whistle is elsewhere provided for) may use whistles if authorized or 
directed by the assigning authority. 

"The Umpire, Linesman, and Field Judge may each carry a horn and sound 
it to indicate any fouls they call or to attract the Referee’s attention whenever 
that becomes necessary or expedient. 

Each official must carry a marker and drop it whenever he calls a foul. 

Each official must know and use arm signals, hereinafter prescribed, to 
indicate the fouls he calls or to indicate other rulings he makes.

Under the supervision of the Referee the Linesman marks the progress of 
the ball and keeps an accurate count of the downs, He must provide himself 
with assistants who remain out-of-bounds and conform to his directions, 

Under the direction of the Linesman, two assistants control the yardage 
chain to mark and hold the starting point and line-to-gain for each series of 
downs. 

A third assistant controls the down indicator and marks and holds the 
yardline through the ball's most forwar: i the beginning of each down.

Field Judge 


The Field Judge lias primary jurisdiction over the timing of the game. He 
must provide himself with a whistle and act for the Referee on down field

The Field Judge must start and stop the game clock as prescribed by the 
rules and keep the Referee informed with respect to the time remaining in 
each period. When a foul is declared while the ball is in play the Field Judge 
shall stop the clock when the ball becomes dead. 

The Field Judge must provide himself with a stop watch and be prepared 
to time the game with that watch or with a scoreboard clock operated i an 
assistant under his direction, 

"Whenever a scoreboard clock is used the Field Judge must observe it 
closely and be ready to take up the timing with his stop watch if for any 
reason the scoreboard clock fails to function properly, 

The Field Judge must be particularly alert to cover and rule on down 
field play and shall sound his whistle instantly whenever the ball becomes 

For 2 scrimmage, the position of the Field Judge is on the side of the field 
‘Opposite the Linesman and he may be either on or beyond the scrimmage line.

An approved Ruling (A.K.) is an official decision on a given statement 
of facts. It serves to illustrate the spirit and application of the rules, The 
relation between the rules and an Approved Ruling is analogous to the 
relation between statutory law and a decision of the Supreme Court.
